At any rate, chamber and galleries are reported to have 


roared with laughter. It may have, been a good thing too, al- 
though the investigation seems not to have improved partic- 
ularly nor to have speeded up since the outburst of merriment. 


Tfce incident points to a characteristic of the public attitude. 


Bored, disgusted, indignant, stern as is its mood at heart, the 
pubic is, nevertheless, getting a good deal of amusement out 
of the scandals. The joke writers and cartoonists have fresh 
material for their wit and they are making; the most of it. 
Citizens chuckle at the humor even while they growl about 
its subject. 


Perhaps this ability to see something funny in such a mess 


as the oil lease affair and related scandals is an American 
weakness. It may lessen righteous anger and ease the punish- 
jment of the guilty without -preventing the recurrence of such 
affairs. It is more, likely however that it is a source of strength, 
keeping the public mind sane and alert, more able to separate 
truth from bunk and ready to apply the remedy when the 
time comes.
